When it came to bear fruit 
it was more productive than any other tree 
in the garden, and the fruit larger. It was 
less infested with spiders and other insects 
hens could not pick off the fruit, and grass 
and weeds are easily kept from the roots, 
and it was an ornament instead of a blemn- 
ish.

THE FAITHFUL MAIDEN, 

Nearly half a century ago, a beantifal, but 
poor pong, girl, named Esther Levi, engaged 
horself 4s a servant in the house of Mr, Gold- 
sinith, an Israelite merchant, residing in 
Cheapside, London; and, as she was inild, 
complaisant, and desirous of pleasing, she 
obtained the good feeling of all the family. 

Mr. Goldsmith had always torbade his 
ghildren being harsh to servants. “ That 
Which we have 4 right to oxpect from onr 
sérvints,” le observed, is, that they fullil 
their duties witt ulurity, Utmanity then 
oxicts that, fir from ager: fng their posi- 
an, We should, by ‘treating’ them® kindly, 
lessen their senses of servitude,” This prin- 
ciple was faithfully observed, and, at the 
end of some years, Esther was considered as 
one of the family. 

Misfortune avlast accumulated on thohotse 
of Goldsinith. Two ofthe children died; the 
war with Franco: interfered with the com- 
inerce of Englaid, and ruined Mr, Goldsmith, 
who died of grief, after a lingering illness, 
which exhausted his resources.

Goldsmith by 
thie work of her Jiuids, and with so much 
Glivorfulness, that she always appeared the 
obliged party, and exercised so much delicu- 
oy Hiyt no person suspected her heroic de- 
voteduess. At length, in 1816, peace was 
proclaimed between France and England, 
and Mrs, Goldsmith collected some, heavy 
debts due tO lier late husband, She passed 
ie latter years of her life in ealin aud) easy 
cirohmetaueds, Which she doubly enjoyed in 
sharing them with hor fuithful domestic, in

An unpleasant affair had occurred at

NEW YORK IN A FERME T.—AR- 
REST OF THE MAYOR AND RI- 
OTOUS PROCEEDINGS. . 


For some timo past there has existed in 
the city of New York two sets of police 
men—one party recognizing the authority 
of Mayor Wood, and the other that of the 
Polico Commissioners appointed under an 
act of the last Legislature, Both the Com- 
| missioners and Mayor Woodymaintained an | 
antagonism, and their respective appointees 
imbibed their views. The office of Street 
Commissioner being vacant by the death 
of the late incumbent, a man named Cono- 
| ver was appointed by the Commissoners to 
fill it, whereupon, at the Mayor's instiga- 
tion sundry persons calling themselves De- 
paty Sheriffs interfered with his peaceable 
entrance within the rails surrounding the 
desk, &e., in his office, and subsequently 
violently ejected him from the office, OF 
these acts Conover made affidavit before 
the Recorder, whereupon, upon this aflida 
vit the Recorder issued a warrant for the 
arrest of Mayor Wood, and directed it to 
Capt. Walling of the Metropolitan police 
for execution. Capt. Walling immediately 
propened to the city hall, and putting bis 
hand upon the Mayor’s shoulder, said’ “I 
arrest you, sit.” ‘Lhe mayor at once said to 
the policemen in his office, “ Put that man 
out.” This order was promptly obeyed, 
and captain Walling was forcibly ejected 
from the room, He reported his failure to 
the Recorder, who thereupon issued the 
following warrant ;— 
To any Constable or Policeman of the 
City of New York :— 
Whereas complaint on oath has been 
made before the undersigned, Recorder in 
and for the said city, by George F. Walling, 
charging that he was resisted by Fernando 
Wood in the execution of criminal process 
duly executed on the 16th of June inst., 
at the city of New York: ‘These are, there- 
fore, in the name of the people of the State 
of New York, to cotnmand you, the said 
constable or policeman, and every of you, 
to apprehend the body of the said defend- 
ant, and forthwith bring him before me, at 
my office, No. 23 Chambers street, in the 
said city, to answer the said charge, and to 
be dealt with as the law directs, 
Given under my hand and seal this 16th 
day of June, 1857. J. M.Ssurn, Jn, Rec. 
The Recorder also wrote a requisition 
upon the Metropolitan Police Cominission- 
ers for additional men, The requisition 
was responded to, and one hundred and 
fifty men, under the command of Superin- 
tendent Carpenter, marched to the scene.

This map was 
prepared for tho Seat of Government Com- 
mitted of the City Council, under the able 
direction of A. Russoll, Esq, of the 
Crown Timber Office, and executed by W. 
A. Austin, Esq, civil engineer, In its pro- 
paration the utmost care has been taken to 
insure perfect accuracy, und its execution 
is highly credable to Mr. Austin, A glance 
at this map shows ina striking manner 
several of the physical advantages of the 
City of Ottawa; such as its accessibility by 
rail and water communication, already con- 
structed and hereafter to be so, as well as 
its inland and central position, either as re- 
gards Canada alone, or the whole of Brit- 
ish North America. This latter advantage 
is still more strikingly shown by a table of 
comparative distances, appended to the map 
which cannot fail to attract attention, and 
which we give below for the benefit of our

saucer large enough for the flower pot to 
rest in upside down: place atrivet or ment 
stand (sich as is sent to the oven when a 
Joint is baked,) in the saucer, and put on this 
trivet the plate of butter; now fill the saucer 
with water, and turn tho flower pot over the 
butter, so that {ts bottom edge will be below 
tho water, Tho hole in the pot must be fit- 
tod with a cork; the butter will then be in 
what we may call an air-tight chamber.— 
Let tho wholo of the outside of the flower 
pot be thoroughly drenched with water, and 
place it in as cool a place as youcan, If this 
be dono over night, the butter will be as firm 
ax at bronkfast time; or if placed there in 
tho morning, the butter will be ynite hard 
enongh for use atthe toa hour, ‘The reason 
for thia ia, that whon water evaporates, it 
produced cold; the porous pot drawa up the 
wator which in warm weather quickly ovap- 
orates from tho sides, and thna cools it, and 
as no warm alr can now got at the butter, it 
becomos firm and cool in the hottest day.
